and vras sent by them to ICiev in 196l» There again - as Subject vras told 
by Repetylo herself - she was approached by a Ukrainian who wanted her to stay 
in the Uk raine or to vjork for Sovs in France* One night ,in Kiev, Repetylo 
was called by telephone from her hotel to a nearby park and a friend of her 
iffroan Kiev was vxaiting there. He pulled out a bottle of champagne and vxhen 
drinldlng suggested she should stay and work for Soviet Ukraine. 

Repetylo refused to but when she returned to France the Surete did not 
believe her ftilly and subjected her to a severe interrogation and pressure. 
That had quite*an impact on Repetylo and "she changed very much", "She was 
quite disapx-'ointed in everybody", 

10, Miakushka and Surete were not the only ones that wanted Subject 
to work for them, in I960 when Subject vxas interned on Corsica to- 
gether vxith other Ukrainians from Paris because of Khrushchw's visit, 
she was approached by a British jhumalist v/ho proposed her to move 
to England and vrork for the British. The journalist was in company of 
his Au^ralian friend named BLUEDEN, Godfrey , author of "A Room on the Route" 

( published by Buntan Books, New York), Subject was given this book by the 
author himself and she showed it novx to G, 

The English journalist knevx about her uncle Borflfs^MSYLEIKO-lffi 
CHUK who served vxith Polish Army of Gen Anders and worked for British 
intelligence. The Englishman simply suggested ttet Bubject might join 


her uncle in England . Subject did not know, however, whereabouts of her 
uncle novx. At one time Rev Mykhailo KORZHAN promised to find uncle's address 
but did not keep his pfromise. 
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11» After troubles \d.th Surete Subject went to Geneva, Sv'riLtzerland 
to study at the Interpreter School. She was approached there by Sovs again 
who wanted her to give up I'/riting for YEREMIEV’S "Asafa" ( a sraall bulletin 
in French on Airo-Asian affairs) and leave his spartnent altogether. 

Subject could not remaber (till the very end) the name of the Soviet though 
she described him as aged 35-40> Ukrainian, blond, blue eyes,nairow nose,
